The guide asked, why are we here? What impelled us, and 
answering to woat law are we found in our present condition? 
It isthe great law of life which is manifest in every other 
form of its expression, as weil as in man, It rolls in systems, 
radiates in suns, revolves in worlds, And whether we wor- 
ship it as God, or look upon it as law, it is one and the same. 
Let our lives be what they may in one land or nation or 
another, of what color or tribe, it is man. A buman soul. A 
spark of the infinite whole. A portion of life. A little globe 
or sphere, which the hoase-wife uses in the daily preparation 
of tood, contains as great a mystery, and so does every shoot 
ing bulib, as that of human itfe. The thorny bush on the 
mountain side, the thistle, and the weed are as legitimate as 
the rose, the violet, and the heliotrope, What seem incon- 
sistencies are wise varieties, which by contrast teech us to 
prize the purer and sweeter and incite us to their cultivation. 
The better qualities are brought out by friction of the cruder. 
As by sight of what we call evil we abhor it, loathe it, and by 
these feelings sre aroused to activity which would not other 
wise bave been stirred within us. Through this we begin 
our efforts toward bettering the condition of others, and 
always in the act grow grander ourselves. When these have 
risen, as all will eventually, they in turn grow more rapidly 
by serving others, and thus the great law of progress chisels 
out of the rough stoue of our being the polished surface far- 
ther on, whether it be a piece of white marble or New Eug- 
land granite, or the rude rock which holds within it a dia 
mond, which will require the hardest kind of friction to bring 
out its lustre.

Norwich was his 
home, and the people here do know, and through them I have 
learned thatat a time when blind and unfortunate, with a 
mother who was siso blind, with no means of support, no 
home and scarce knowing what to do, she, an old friend, took 
both to her home, and there he came intoa knowledge of 
Spiritualism and there his mediumshbip developed, and the 
varied experiences through which they passed can only be 
understood by those who have passed, if not the same, then 
similar experiences, until we bavn't had any more to hold us 
or any more to leave than the fishermen had by Galilee and 
Jordan when they heard the words, “Come, follow me!” It 
must be many weeks; it may be months before Miss Lewis 
can beon her feet sgain. Mr, Tisdale will have to have an 
attendant; Miss Lewis will have to be cared for in their home 
in New London. I don’t believe I will need to more than 
hint to Spiritualists and Societies that a small sum of even a 
few dollars would be of such great service to one whose outgo 
must be so much more at this time. I dothis without the 
kuowledge of cither, Mr. Tisdale started to-day to meet his 
Sunday engagement in Brooklyn for to-morrow.

President Harrison sat second at a Roman banquet at 
Washington, the seat of honor being given to the Cardinal of 
Quebec. A Tennessee paper states that just before the Miu 
neapolis convention President Harrison wrote Pope Leo XIII. 
advising that Archbishop Ireland should be made a cardinal. 
Was he fishing for the Catholic vote? Tocatch the Romish

Rome was the ally of the Confederacy during the war. 
Pope Pius IX. was confederated with Louis Napoleon, Em- 
peror of France. The French Emperor sent Maximilian to 
make war on Mexico, with a view of making an empire out of 
the republic in April, 1863. His object was to unite with the 
southern confederacy. But just as Napoleon III. was writ- 
ing his letter recoguizing the southern confederacy, the eman- 
cipation proclamation of Lincoln appeared ; the French troops 
were then withdrawn from Mexico, and Maximilian was cap- 
tured andexecuted. But the Pope did not suppress his let- 
ter to Jefferson Davis, that letter appearing on December 3, 
1863. Lincoln said: “It was design to detach the Roman 
Catholics who had enrolled ia our armies. Since the publica- 
tion of that letter a great number have deserted their banners 
and turned traitors, very few, comparatively, remaining true to 
their oath of fidelity.” 

It is known that when Meade, a Roman Catholic, was to 
order the pursuit of Lee after the battle of Gettysburg, a 
stranger came in haste to headquarters, and that stranger was 
a distinguished Jesuit. After ten minutes’ conversation with 
him Meade made such arrangements for the pursuit of the 
enemy that he escaped almost untouched and with the loss of 
only two guns.

Act T Scene To ar 


It is not five years since twelve hundred Roman Catbolic 
lay delegates assembled in Baltimore, Md., —witbin about 
twelve miles of our national capital—to discuss certain topics 
relatiug to the interests of their Church. Every speaker upon 
the platform of that congress declared his unconditional 
loyalty to the Pope of Rome, and all avowed their readiness 
to sustain Leo NIII. in his efforts for the restoration of his 
temporal power. The last paragraph of tbe platform laid 
down in that congress is very significant; viz: 

‘We can not conclude without recording our solemn con- 
viction that the absolute freedom of the Holy See is equally 
indispensable to the peace of the Church and the welfare of 
mankind. Wedemand, in the name of humanity and justice, 
that this freedom be scrupulously respected by all secular 
government. We protest against thé assumption by® avy 
government of aright to affect the interests or control the 
action of our holy father by any form of legislation, or other 
public acts, to which his full appreciation has not been pre- 
viously given; and we are pledged to Leo XIII, the worthy 
pontiff to whose hands Almighty God has committed the helm 
of Peter's bark amid the tempests of this stormy age, the 
royelsympatby and unstinted aid of all his spiritual children 
in vindicating that perfect liberty which he justly claims as 
his sacred and undeniable right.” 

The official journal of the Romish Church in St. Louis in 
one of its issues not long since said: “If Catholics ever 
gain a sufficient numerical majority in this country, religious 
freedom is at an end: so our enemies say aud so we believe.” 

And Pope Leo is on record in a declaration of his increas- 
ing power in this land in just these words: ‘There is no 
country in this world where the Pope is so much a Pope as in 
America,” 3 

The thing that is necessary is tbat the American people 
who are loyal to American institutions—the common people, 
the Christian people, and the politicians (for the latter class 
are the most selfisbly blinded), should throw off indifference 
to this subject and enquire as to our duty in the case, and at 
once attend to that duty. 


the foul murder of Col. O'Brien, and the mutilation of his 
body, the terrible treatment of John A. Kennedy, all were 
Popish plots. President Lincoln informed Archbishop 
Hughes that he would be held responsible if the mob was not 
dispersed. Hughes faced the rioters, addressed them as 
friends and invited them to go back to their homes peacefully, 
and peace reigned atonce.

The assassin has ever been 
a favorite tool in the hands of Rome. Gregory VII. de- 
creed that “killing an apostate was not murder, but a good 
Christian act.” A Jesuit assassin, Ravaijlac, stabbed Henry 
1V., May 14, 1610. William the Silent, Prince of Orange, was 
struck down by Firard, a Spanish Jesuit, July 10, 1584. Co- 
ligny, the Huguenot, was brutally murdered on the night of 
St. Bartholomew, and Abraham Lincoln was shot by Booth, 
the American Jesuit. 

In the presence of these facts we may listen to the warning 
of Prof. Morse: “Popery is a political organization ; despotic 
in its system, anti-demccratic and anti-republican, and can 
not, therefore, exist with American republicanism.” They 
have eight millions of members here, subject to priests, the 
priests to the cardinals, and the cardinals tothe Pope.

—Mrs. A. H. Luther enjoyed her usual good audiences last 
Sanday at G. A. R. Hall, the meeting place of the Union So- 
ciety of Spintuslists. Her morning subject was: “Does Not 
a Religion That Teaches a Credit System in Morals Breed 
Extravagance in Siv?” Her evening subject was “Free La 
bor Wil Give Humanity Wea'th; Free Thought Give Them 
Truth.” Both discourses were thoroughly appreciated, as 
they wer ofthe usual good quality. Inthe evening discourse 
the speaker touched on the question of Jabor and capital, and 
their relatlou to each other. Bat for continued labor, she 
said, wealth would be a burden rather than a pleasure; end if 
it ceased altogether the millionaire could not purchase food 
enough to keep from starving. To bring labor on a footing 
with its present master, sbe urged more harmony, for if 
wealth is a product of labor there 1s no reason why the laborer 
should not enjoy some of the comforts of wealth, and it could 
be done if peopie were free to act, think, and vote as they 
pleased. Buteverywhere there are bosses who coutrol these 
things, acd the laborer is still a subject to some higher au- 
thority. Education is needed too to dispel some of the igno- 
rance existing among the working Gass; and with tbis lifted 
the light may dawn that will lead them on to the goal of pros- 
perity. And much of the ignorance, she said, was due toa 
surplus of religion, which prevents many from free thinking 
and talking, aud consequently from attaining that freedom 
which the whole human famiiy has been struggling for since 
“the ascension of monarchies aod individual rulers. The lat- 
ter, the speaker said, originated from free-bootere and rob- 
bers, and thus the inherited tendency of this spirit over the 
weak and defenseless to-day. It is a repetition of the old 
mettods in new forms. Bat the time is not far now when 
these questions will be settled, and settled for all time when 
once the startis made. Labor will be made free from oppres- 
sion and tyranny, and will then rale instead of being ruled. 
Free homes wili be included in this reform as a natural result 
of merit due the man who creates the wealth in the world and 
keeps it ia value by his continued work.—After Mrs. Luther's 
lecture Mr. H. W. Archer gave a large number of test, which 
were, in every instance, recognized. Some of these tests were 
pronounced by experienced attendants at spiritual services 
as the best they had ever witnessed. Among the remarkable 
ones was that of giviag the names of two children, then say- 
ing that the mother was in the audience. After finding the 
latter in his gemi-trance condition, he told her it was ber first 
visit to a spiritual meeting; that she had come to test Spirit- 
valism, and for that purpose hed put a picture in her pocket 
on which was one of the children seen in spirit.
